Barns was born in Sanford, Florida, where he has lived 
and worked his entire life. Barns served in the U.S. Army from 
1980-1983 as a Military Police Officer. 

Barns has been employed at the Sanford Police Department 
for 25 years. During his time at the 'Police Department he served 
one term as an investigator. Barns was promoted to Sergeant in 
2002. Bams is currently assigned as the supervisor of the 
Property Crimes Division. 'This is Barns' third term as a 
supervisor in investigations. Bams has been assigned to the 
Property Division since March of 2011, 

Bams stated he grew up on the west side of Sanford, 
which was primarily African American at the time. He stated the 
racial makeup back then was 60% white and 40% black. Barns states 
he believes the percentages are still the same but are more spread 
out and not predominate in any specific area. 

Bams could not provide specific knowledge of The Retreat 
at Twin Lakes Subdivision. He acknowledges there has been some 
burglaries in the area and that .has been an issue. Bams recalled 
an burglary incident that occurred a few weeks prior to the 
ZIMMERMAN-Martin shooting. The incident involved an occupied 
burglary with three African American male suspects and a white male 
suspect. 

Bams stated that prior to the development of The Retreat 
at Twin Lakes it was an un-developed area. That area was not known 
to be associated with any particular race. 

Bams stated the number one crime issue in the City of 
Sanford is burglaries. Burglaries have been the focus of the 
Police Department, more specifically the Property Division. 
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Barns is - unsure how the younger African American Community is going 
to react to the outcome of the incident. 

Barns believes the African American Community would be in 
an "uproar" if ZIMMERMAN is not charged. The community will be 
satisfied if an arrest takes place. As for the civil rights 
investigation, if it is determined to be a violation of Trayvon 
Martin's civil rights then it will reflect negatively on the 
Sartford Police Department and fingers will be pointed at them for 
not doing their job properly. Barns feels the community is at a 
50/50 split whether it was a hate crime or not.

Dorival has worked for the Sanford Police Department for 
four years. Dorival is assigned to the Volunteer Program for the 
Sanford Police Department. Her position is considered to be a 
civilian in law enforcement. In August of 2011, Dorival was 
assigned to the community watch program. 

During the community watch meetings conducted at The 
Retreat at Twin Lakes, Dorival never spoke or showed any 
presentations regarding gang activity in the Sanford area. If a 
community asks for such presentation she would refer them to the 
Gang Investigator Josh Memminger. The community never asked about 
local gangs. ' The community focus was on burglaries and kids using 
a non-gated portion of the community as a walk through. 

More specifically, Dorival did not recall speaking to 
ZIMMERMAN about gangs or gang activities in the area. 

ZIMMERMAN contacted Dorival via email about a recent 
burglary that took place in the .neighborhood and asked if there was 
a suspect- Dorival told ZIMMERMAN there was a suspect, but did not 
give any specific details. Dorival said ZIMMERMAN contacted the 
victim of the burglary to find out more information about the 
suspect/s.

The meetings were amicab^^^It was during those meetings 
learned that Zimmerman had gotten married in 2007, Zimmerman 
complained that his current wife didn't want kids and he did, 

Z^nmerman often talked about wanting to be a police 
officer. 3fcflpl| described him a^be^ia passionate about the 

prospect. After they broke up , | | learned that Zimmerman was 
going to Seminole Community College for police training* 

Zimmermai^wasvery driven as was his whole family. At 
family gatherings , l^ft^jfflROted that the family often spoke about 



financial status and material things. Zimmerman's mother talked 
about marrying into white families in order to improve one's 
status. Zimmerman's mother is from Peru but 'married an American 
white man. Bg^^^Bdid not get a^nc^with Zimmermar^s mother and did 
not think that she approved of |yjaffi» was 
from Puerto Rico and her f athe;^wa^f rom Ar gem^ia^althoucf h she 
never explicitly said anything like- that to Bf ^fflrfTll ^™^3^ eltl that 
Zimmerman 5 s mother wanted him to marry a wh^^^^^fflj^^^zSnmerman's 
mother and grandmother exercised a lot of control over Zimmerman 
and he alway^seemed to want to please them. However, Zimmerman 
came to defense on one occasion after (?*jjS^ had an argument 

with hi^^oroe^ Zimmerman turned off the electricity to his 
mother's house, locked the electrical box, and departed leaving his 
mother without electricity. 

With respect to any biased or prejudiced behavior, 
provided the following information: 

Over the course of their relationship, BEIESBsb served 
Zimmerman as he socialized and played basketball with white, black 
and Hispanic men, Zimmerman never exhibited any biases or 
prejudices a^^ipt anyone and .did not use racial epithets of any 
kind while knew him. Zimmerman's friends were from all of 

these racial groups. Zimmerman also has a brother who is gay and 
Zimmerman has never showed anything but support for his brother- 
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|said that the only negative thing she could think 

of with respect to Z immerman was that he had a bad temper during 
their relationship, ^^^^^ilways thought it could have had 
something to do with the side effects of Accutane, a drug Zimmerman 
was taking for acne treatment that she learned could effect one's 
personality. The wors t behavio r he exhibited was when he talked 
about killing himself. |^jg^j^B&xplained that following some of 
their more intense argiimeiit^ne would get depressed and tall^about 
driving- his car into a lake or taking a bunch of pills, 
believed that behavior was designed to get her attention^o?^t<^^ 
garner her sympathy. 

Although Zimmerman had a bad temper wl-fchJ aK ' jj j she never 
witnessed any signific ant displays of anger or violence toward 
other people. | fcaid Zimmerman would sometimes get angry and 

exhibit "road rage^^while driving his car, but the incidents never 
resulted in any confrontations. Outside of the context of their 
own relationship, never saw Zimmerman in any physical or 

verbal confrontation with other people, Zimmerman used to tell her 
stories of his friends from Manassas, VA who would "handle things" 
for him if anyone disrespected hira. 

Although Zimmerman wanted to be a- police officer, tfc&SBg fcf 
did not cons^e^him to-be the type of person to put himself in 
harm's way, htpdmpS^ n evar heard Zimmerman talk about weapons and 
never saw any weapons during their relationship. 

With respect to Zimmermar^s involvement in the shooting 
incident with Trayvon Martin, jj^iff?*! said Zimmerman was the last 
nerson she would expect to be involved in anything like that. 
Ea!X2£l reiterated that Zimmerman was not the type of person to place 
himself in a physical confrontation. Zimmerman wanted to be a 
successful person. If he couldn [ t be a police 'officer she knew he 
wanted to be successful in business.
